STATES OF THE CONFEDERACY: 
LOUISIANA 

The sixth state t> secede was Louis- 
iana. She left the Union on 26 Janu- 
ary 1 861 . At the beginning of the War 
Louisiana had a total white population 
of 350,000. She .raised about 1,000 
military companies numbering some 
56,000 troops serving in the Confeder- 
ate armies. Additionally about 10,000 
boys too young and men too old served 
in home-guard units. Deaths from all 
causes added up to between 6500 and 
7000 Louisianians. Within her borders 
Louisiana saw between 500 and 6 00 bat- 
tles, skirmishes, and raids, mostly 
minor. 3ecause of the topography of 
the state established military proced- 
ures -could seldom.be used. The field 
of .action was usually over bayous, 
swaraos and marshes. 

In April 1362, Capt. David Farragut 
a former resident,, entered the Miss. 
River leading ^3 Union ships. He bom- 
barded the forts st the mouth and sail- 
ed past them occupying New Orleans 
without opposition. On May 1 , Gen. 
Benjamin Butler brought 15.000 troops 
into the city and began his unpopular 
occupation. Farragut sailed up the 
river and seized Baton Rouge. New Or- 
leans became the capital of federal- 
controlled Louisiana. 

The western part of the state mostly 
remained Confederate until early 1863. 
Its government was first Opelousas, 
then Shreveport. Maj. Gen. Richard 
Taylor, C3A, kept Butler pinned in New 
Orleans, but was not able ^ to do so 
with his successor, Gen. Nathaniel P. 
Banks. A high point came in April 1864 
far up the Red River when Taylor with 
fewer than 9,000 men defeated Banks 
with a force of 20,000 at Mansfield 
and Pleasant Hill. The Union soldiers 
fled in disorderly retreat largely 
ending the fighting in the state. 



The Army of la. is a name applied 
the State Troops under the command of 
Bragg and then Col. P.O. Hebert. There 
were two La. Brigades in the A.N.Va. 
One adopted the name of Wheat's Bn. 
and called themselves the La. Tigers. 
The two were later consolidated into 

one. 

The state was readmitted into the 
Union 29 May 1365, but remained under 
military control until April 1orY-
